Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 20-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 29, Akihiro (JP HI 1-033366) discloses a centrifugal bonding 
device for hollow fiber membrane modules. Akihiro discloses a fixing jig (item 6), a rotation 
driver (item 2, 3) and a pressure reducing mechanism ("compressor", see paragraph 0022 of the 
translation). The pressure or compressor is considered capable of reducing to 500 hPa or less. 

However, Akihiro does not disclose a temperature detector disposed on the fixing jig, and 
a controller connected to the heating device and to the temperature detector to control a heating 
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capacity of the heating device based on a calculated value of a difference between a temperature 
of the fixing jig detected by the temperature detector and a preliminarily set setting temperature 
of the fixing jig. 

(For claims 20-28 and 30-38, see the office action mailed 2/9/2007, paragraph 13).
